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Scrapping Of State Telecommunications System Recommended

Officials conducting the bid evaluation for 


expanding the state telecommunications system 
to a statewide basis have concluded that ex- 
isting common carriers in the communications 
field can most economically handle state agen- 
cies' communication needs. 


The report, signed by Gov. J. James Exon, 


recommends all four bids submitted on the 
proposed expansion be rejected and that the 
existing system in 24 counties be scrapped 
by July 1, 1973. At that time the state's com- 
munication needs (except radio) will be met 
by commercial carriers. 


The evaluation found that Nebraska is 


geographically too large considering its low 
population density for a state-leased 
com- 


munications system to function efficiently. 


It projected that at present cost estimates 


it would be after fiscal 1983 before the low 
bidder's state operation would be as economical 
as a private firm. 


At that time, the Motorola bid indicated 


the total annual cost of the statewide sysem 
would be $3 million. Comparable services sup- 
plied by common carriers in fiscal 1983 would 
cost $2.9 million. 


If the system were put into operation in 


fiscal 1973, bid information indicated u vvt/uld 
cost nearly half ($1.4 million) of the Motorola 
bid to have a common carrier provide com- 
munications for the state. 


Met By Billings 


Department 
of Administrative 
Services 


Director Gus Lieske told The Star that the 
present system's costs are currently being met 
by the agency's billings. 


However, Lieske said there still may have 


to be a deficit appropriation to settle the re- 
maining $80,000 debt the state owes Nebraska 
Consolidated Communications Corp. a private 
concern based in Lincoln which is operating 
the present system. 


Lieske said he has requested a federal 


grant of $80,000 to help settle the debt. The 
debt had run as high as $226,000 last August 
when a Legislative committee began to in- 
vestigate complaints from agencies using the 
existing system. 


Reasons Cited 


Inadequate billing methods, lagiging ex- 


pansion and lack of cooperation from state 
agencies were cited as reasons the debt was 
incurred. 


Sen. Robert Clark, who heads the com- 


mittee, said Monday the senators would be 


meeting soon to study the report's recom- 
mendations. 


"We're fully prepared to cooperate with 


the governor," Clark said. 


Won't Affect Firm 


Clifford E. Thompson, president of N-Triple- 


C, said the governor's recommendation would 
not materially or adversely affect the firm. 
Thompson said the Nebraska system is cur- 
rently a small part of the firm's overall opera- 
tions which are nationwide in scope. 


The equipment currently being used in the 


Nebraska system could be used in other 
microwave communications systems which are 
under construction, Thompson said. 


The report said as long as the cost of 


the 24-county Phase 1 system is approximately 
equal to the cost of that provided by common 
carriers there is no justification for state com- 
petition with private enerprise. 


It did leave the door open saying tha, 


if future conditions change the picture 
the 


system 
should again 
be 
re-evaluated for 


feasibility. 


The three other total annual cost bids are: 


Nebraska Consolidated Communications Corp 
(N-Triple-C)—$3.3 million; N o r t h w e s t e r n 
Bell—$3.5 million; T-Com.—$3.8 million. 


The bid evaluation was done by the State 


Department of Administrative Services (DAS) 
with technical assistance from the National 
Aeronautics and Space A d m i n i s t r a t i o n 
(NASA).

State Labor Commissioner Gerry Chizek has 


been designated by Gov. J. James £xon as 
his administration's direct daily liasion with 
the Legislature. 


For Exon, it's a new method of maintaining 


daily relations with the state senators, sup- 
plementing 
the direct contact b e t w e e n 


legislators and the governor and his staff. 


For Chizek, it's "an added responsibility 


which all of us in the administration expect 
from time to time." 


Norman Otto, the governor's administrative 


assistant, said Chizek's new duties fulfill "both 
a need and a request from a number of senators 
for a closer relationship " 


Otto said his administrative duties make 


it difficult for him to spend any time at the 
Legislature. 


Chizek said he maintains liason for a num- 


ber of Exon administration department heads, 
as well as tor the governor himself. 


' If a senator has a problem he wants 


to discuss, I help check into the matter and 
coordinate the response," CUizek said. 


"I try to make myself available to any

1971. 


Chizek was Exon's campaign coordinator 


in Douglas County in 1970, and was instrumental 
in obtaining for Exon the AFL-CIO state con- 
vention's political endorsement that year.

City Council Finally 
Okays Townhouses

The Hillsdale Estates-Austin 


Realty Co. dispute finally has 
been settled by the City Coun- 
cil — there will be townhouses 
on "Lot 19" after all. 


Acting 
upon 
the 
recom- 


mendation of City Attorney 
Dick Wood Monday, the coun- 
cil unanimously a p p r o v e d 
Austin's request to amend its 
community unit plan at 77th 
and 
Lexington 
to build 40 


townhouses on the site. 


In addition, the council re- 


jected Hillsdale residents' re- 
quest 
to revoke a 
special 


permit issued to Austin to 
build 
miltiple units 
in 
the 


single-family development. 


In 1967. the city issued a 


special permit to the developer 
to build a community unit plan 
in 
northeast 
Lincoln. 
That 


proposal included a plan for 
48 apartments on ''Lot 19" — 
a 4.3-acre tract. 


Last fall Austin returned to 


the city requesting an amend- 
ment to that special permit, 
asking to build 48 townhouses 
on 
the site, instead of 48 


apartments. 


However, area residents oi>- 


jected and started the un- 
precedented 
revocation 
pro- 


ceedings. 


When no solution could be 


reached 
between 
the t w o 


groups, the Citv-County Plan- 
ning Commission suggested a 
compromise plan, calling for 
the reduction in the number 
of units on the site from 
4K 


to 40. 


Austin agreed to that solu- 


tion. Hillsdale residents did 
not. 


Residents still contended that 


even with the reduction, the 
plan was still bad. addling that 
the increased density would 
cause numerous traffic 
and 


safety problems 


Wood told the council that 


the permit granting the special 
use permit authorizing 48 units 
is legal, adding that the coun- 
cil could amend the application 
to 40 units. 


He added that the council's 


action would ' ' w i t h s t a n d 
judicial challenge."

Defense Budget 
Hits $81.1 Billion 


W a s h i n g t o n 
(AP) — 


' ' D e t e r m i n e d to spend 
whatever is necessary for na- 
tional 
security," 
President 


Nixon Monday unveiled 
the 


costliest 
peacetime 
defense 


budget in history — a record 
$81.1 billion. 


With American involvement 


in Vietnam at an end after 
12 years, proposed national 
defense spending for fiscal 1974 
falls shy of the record $81.6 
billion national deense budget 
to 1945, the final year of World 
War II. 


Included in the new budget 


for the fiscal year beginning 
July 1, is $79 billion for the 
Defense Department with the 
remainder 
for 
the 
Atomic 


Energy 
Commission 
and 


defense-related activities. 


"The cost of maintaining our 


strength 
continues 
to 
be 


substantial but far less than 
the 
cost 
of 
allowing 
our 


defenses to deteriorate," the 
President said in his message 
to Congress. 


The theme running through 


Nixon's budget message — as 
it 
did last year — is to 


negotiate for peace through 
strength. 


"Our 
strength, together with 


our willingness 
to negotiate, 


already has enabled us to 
begin building a structure for 
lasting world peace and to 
contribute to a general relax- 
ation of world tensions," he 
declared. 


In this line, he cited progress 


in ending U.S. involvement in 
Vietnam, the historic agree- 
ment with the Soviet Union 
to limit nuclear weapons, and 
better relations 
with China. 


The budget message w a s 
prepared b e f o r e Saturday's 
Vietnam cease-fire. 


Tlie increase in 
spending, 


from $76.4 billion this year, 
is primarily a result of an 
additional $4.1 billion to pay 
for 
an 
all-volunteer 
force, 


higher pay levels, pension in- 
creases and inflation. 


Pay Raise 


Included in this is a proposed 


S2.7-billion 
pay 
raise 
f o r 


civilian and military workers 
in 
the D e f e n s e 
Depart- 


ment. 


Looking ahead, the President 


forecast an even bigger budget 
of $85.5 billion for fiscal 1975, 
beginning July 1, 1974. 


There was no request in the

weapons other than to begin

strategic 


submarine-launched c r u i s e 
missile, which is viewed as 
a hedge in the sei-ond round 
of the strategic-arms-limiaticn 
U.lks with the Soviets.

readiness, Nixon said savings 
will be realized by cutting 
back on support f o r c e s , 
replacing 31.000 m i l i t a r y 
personnel with c i v i l i a n s .

buying, and cutting back the 
costly Safeguard 
antimissile 


system to one site. 


If the 1945 defense budget 


of $81.6 billion were converted 
to current dollars, it would 
actually total more than $160 
billion, far above the amount 
co n t e m p l a t e d for next 
year. 


Under the spending plan for 


fiscal 1974, the size of the 
armed forces will be trimmed 
by about 56,000, from 2,288,000 
in June to 2,233,000 a year 
later. This would be the lowest 
level in 24 years and 1.3 
million below the Vietnam war 
peak of 1968.

IN PERSPECTIVE 


By WILLIAM 0. DOBLER 


In a rather little known development. Gov. J. James Exon picked 


up an easy $1.5 million for his 1973-74 fiscal year budget and therein 
lies a story that touches the lives of all of us. There is no 
recommendation in the new Exon budget for funds for the Nebraska 
Commission for Higher Educational Aid. 


Last year, the commission was appropriated a little over half a 


million dollars. It was never used and will be found in 1973-74 in the 
state's left-over cash. Additionally, the commission would need a 
little over $1 million to operate in the coming year 


Thus, in picking up last year's and the coming year's 


appropriation for the commission, the governor had $1.5 million to 
divide up elsewhere. He is not necessarily wrong in his 
recommendations, for the commission may be in no legal position to 
operate in 1973-74. 


The commission could not operate in 1972-73 and still cannot 


operate because it is challenged on constitutional grounds by the state 
attorney general's office. The funds involved are for assistance to 
students in need attending private colleges and universities in the 
state. 


That, says the attorney general, is state aid to private education 


and unconstitutional in Nebraska. He may be right or he may be 
wrong but we cannot believe that it is in the best interest of Nebraska 
that the aid program be sidetracked. 


Think for a moment of such institutions as Nebraska Wesleyan 


University in Lincoln, Doane College in Crete and Creighton 
University in Omaha. Then, take a look at a recent article written for 
the New York Times by Father Theodore M. Hesburgh, president of 
the University of Notre Dame. 


The schools to which we referred are the liberal arts schools 


about which Father Hesburgh speaks when he says that "the first 
fruit of a liberal education is to free a person from ignorance 
Liberal education 
should confer a sense of peace, confidence and 


assurance on the person thus educated and liberate him or her from 
the adriftness that characterizes so many in an age of anomie 


"Lastly, a liberal education should enable a person to humanize 


everything that he or she touches in life, which is to say that one is 
enabled not only to evaluate what one is or does, but that, in addition, 
one adds value consciously to relationships that might otherwise be 
banal or superficial or meaningless: relations to God, to one's fellow 
men, to one's wife or husband or children, to one's associates, one's 
neighborhood, one's country and world." 


It is suggested by Father Hesburgh. and we agree, that there is 


retained in liberal arts colleges and universities an appreciation for 
high human values. These are values with which public higher 
education may have no issue but which it generally feels is simply not 
within the realm of its responsibility. 


But do not be contused. This does not mean that Notre Dame is 


cramming Catholicism down the throats of its students or that 
Wesleyan is heavy-handed with Methodism. This is no longer the role 
the church-related private institutions of higher education see for 
themselves. 


Be they Catholic. Methodist. Lutheran or what have you. they 


have a common philosophical and ideological dedication to non- 
denominational human values. It is the dignity and worth of mankind 
that they seek to foster in the pursuit of knowledge and 
understanding 


They try to relate the world of knowledge to the compassion, 


integrity, dedication, love and personal fulfillment that have such a 
lasting relevance to the heart, soul and mind of mankind. They try to 
foster those moral and ethical values that give life meaning as well as 
material possessions. 


But with legal entanglements, petty fears and foggy thinking, we 


in Nebraska and elsewhere turn our backs upon them and deny them 
even such totally harmless things as the higher educational aid 
program.

Last year President Nixon committed the 


United States to taking part in a five-year 
reconstruction program in Indochina once the 
Vietnam war ended. Under the President's 
proposal. North Vietnam could get up to $2.5 
billion in American money. 


With the American phase of the war now 


ended, and a tentative peace settled on Vietnam, 
Laos and Cambodia, the American public is divided 
in opinion about the traditional contributions to 
rebuilding war-torn countries. 


The chairman of the Senate committee which 


approves foreign aid funds said last week the 
proposed massive U.S. aid program to rebuild 
North Vietnam and the other southeast Asian 
states scarred by years of communist insurgency 
could face a difficult time before his panel. Sen. 
John McClellan. a conservative Arkansas Democrat 
who as chairman of the Senate Appropriations 
Committee will play a major role in determining 
the size and shape of the aid program to North 
Vietnam, said- "I am not keen for it 


McClellan is not the only American "not keen" 


for rebuilding North Vietnam. In a Gallup poll 
taken a short time before the peace settlement with 
the communist forces was reached, only four in ten 
Americans favored having the U.S. agree to help 


Closed-Door Talks 


Last week 
the representatives 
of seven 


agricultural organizations and some University of 
Nebraska officials met in Lincoln to discuss the 
possible reorganization of the university's college 
of agriculture. 


Unlike an informational meeting in Grand 


Island a week earlier, the Lincoln session was held 
behind closed doors, as apparently will all future 
meetings between the farm groups and the 
university The public and press will be excluded. 


John Klosterman of David City, a represen- 


tative of the Livestock Feeders Association who 
arranged the Lincoln meeting, said that as soon as 
the discussions "come to a solution or an 
agreement we can all abide by." a public announce- 
ment will be made." Klosterman said the meetings 
were being closed to permit free and open 


discussion, discussion which he said would be 
hampered by the presence of others. 


This matter of giving a new identity to the 


agricultural component of the university has stirred 
up some controversy, but the farm groups and the 
university officials involved are not acting in a 
constructive manner by thrashing out ideas behind 
closed doors. 


There is a difference between an occasional 


closed meeting arranged on a casual basis where 
the parties just want to sit down and iron out 
differences, 
and a series of meetings where 


university policy is being negotiated. 


The representatives of the farm groups, which 


claim to have the interests of agriculture at heart, 
and the representatives of the state university 
should be more aware of their responsibilities to 
their respective constituents.

The Gallup organization noted that the poll 


was taken during a time of public discouragement 
over Vietnam — it was taken -after the massive 
bombing and shelling of North Vietnam in 
December and just prior to the peace announce- 
ment.

She 
does a lot of swimming and I 
figured that is where she got 
them, but I have heard of people 
who hadn't been in a pool for a 
year and I wonder how they got 
theirs. Are they as catching as 
I've always been led to believe? 
If at a pool, can a disinfectant or 
something kill the germs? Or are 
verrucas caused by a virus, 
which I've also been told? Our 
doctor says there is nothing you 
can do except burn them out, 
and I wonder if other remedies 
have been found. — Mrs. E.R.O. 


Verruca is a technical name 


for wart. It's as baffling under 
either name. 


You are correct that they are 


caused by a virus of some sort, 
but nobody has been able to pin 
down exactly what virus it is. or

have 


authorized the establishment of 
offices in legislative districts.

"They want to maintain the 


status quo. They want to be 
belittled by anybody who has 
the desire to do it." 


Carpenter said he understood 


he had the supnort of the 
Legislative Council's executive 
board, which he heads, and 
most state senators in moving 
toward increasing 
legislative 


services. 


"But the n e w s p a p e r s 


stimulated an active 
letter- 


writing campaign to humiliate 
me, and they were very ef- 
fective," Carpenter said. 


Although the bill, LB204, was 


only sent off to a committee 
hearing, instead of being kill- 
ed, Carpenter said he has "no 
further 
interest" 
in 
t h e 


measure. 


Senators bave "expressed in 


no uncertain terms the fact 
that they don't h a v e the 
courage necessary to correct 
the things they have been 
complaining about," he said. 


"Everything which I have 


done has been 
with t h e 


permission of the otiher eight 
members 
of 
the 
executive 


board, and it is a little bi; 
nauseating to me to find only 
three votes from the board in 
support of LB204." 


All members of the board 


previously endorsed a motion 
to take whatever action was 
necessary to increase and im-

services, Carpenter said. 


The board has also endorsed 


a proposal to t r a n s f o r m 
courtyard balconies on both 
sides of the Capitol's second 
floor Great Hall into legislative 
offices, Carpenter said.

Size Variances Noted 


Under tihe A-l zoning at 70th 


and Van Dorn, Krivosha ex- 
plained it would take 46 acres 
to build 182 proposed units 
Under A-2 zoning, he said it 
would take 24 acres, whereas 
under the requested C zoning, 
it would take three blocks 


With these requirements, he 


contended it would be im- 
possible to find enough vacant 
land — not located on the 
perimeters of the city—to build 
the apartments under A-l or 
A-2 zoning.

musical programs centering around a number of 
Miss Gather's works. 


Also included in the centennial festivities will 


be the publication of two books, one containing the 
heretofore uncollected fiction written by Miss 
Gather from 1910 to 1930, and the other entitled 
"Willa Cather: A Pictorial Memoir." 


Dr. Knoll reported that plans are tentatively 


underway for a number of readings of Miss 
Gather's works, to be done by such well-known 
individuals as Henry Fonda. Dick Cavett and Sandy 
Dennis. 


Funding for the Cather Centennial Celebration 


is being provided by the National Endowment For 
the Humanities, the Woods Charitable Fund, and 
the Universitv of Nebraska.

The finesse is undoubtedly a 


marvelous instrument of play, 
but there is also no doubt that it 
is used to excess. After all, 


whether or not a finesse suc- 
ceeds is largely a matter of 
luck, and it is surely unwise to 
rely on luck when there are 
other means of achieving one's 
goal that are less precarious. 


Here is a case in point. Let's 


assume you're in four hearts 
and West leads the king of 
diamonds. The possible losers 
are two spades, a diamond and 
a club, but you note that one of 
these might be saved 
by- 


finessing the queen of spades. 


However, the finesse has only 


a 50 per cent chance of success, 
so you naturally start looking 
for other ways and means that 
will put you on more solid 
ground. Actually, there is a wpay 
of 
playing the hand 
that 


elevates your chances to 100 per 
cent. 


You win the king of diamonds 


with the ace, draw two rounds of 


trumps and cash the A-K of 
clubs. You then exit with a club, 
not caring a whoop or a holler 


where the king of spades is 
located. 


Let's say East wins the club 


with the jack and returns the 
ten of spades, which is the best 
he can do. Rejecting the finesse, 
you rise with the ace and return 
the jack of diamonds, forcing 
West to win with the queen. 


West becomes a deceased 


pigeon at this point, for he must 
either yield a ruff and discard 
by playing a diamond or a club, 
or lead a spade and make your 
queen a trick. 


The spade finesse 
never 


enters the picture onci; you 
make up your mind to leave 
nothing to chance.
